The  yt-ai-  1!)17  niai'ks  an  iiitorostiii^'  and  iiolcvvortli y  epocli 
ill  the  liistory  of  the  Kcutucky  School  for  the  lilind. 

Oil  the  iiiiitli  of  May.  it  was  my  privilege  and  pleasurt'.  as 
I'residont  of  the  I'.oard  of  Visitors,  to  preside  at  the  Seventy- 
Fifth  Anniversary  of  tlie  openin<i'  of  the  school. 

Since  its  establishment  in  1S42.  this  institution  has  had  a 
most  remarkable  record  and  has  rendered  many  years  of  use- 
ful service  to  the  state  wiiich  has  created  and  supi)orted  il.  in 
almost  four  decades,  there  have  been  only  three  superintendents. 
Bryce  M.  Patten,  who  served  from  1he  creation  of  the  school 
nnlil  1S7],  a  pei'iod  of  t weiity-eioht  yeai's;  li.  ]\.  Iluntoon.  Avho 
rendered  forty-one  years  of  splendid  service,  and  Susau  R.  Mc)"- 
win,  who  lias  liad  charge  foi-  five  years.  It  is  imi)ossible  to  esti- 
mate the  grvixt  good  aecom])lislie(l  by  so  worthy  an  institution 
thi'ougli  such  a  loug  period  of  time  and  it  is  with  pride  that  we 
look  back  ()V(M'  past  aclii(wcments. 

Our  grounds  ai'e  spacious  and  beautiful,  our  buildings 
splendid  to  look  upon,  but  if  Kentucky  would  still  maintain  her 
place  among  the  foreuu)st  in  her  training  of  the  blind  she  uiust 
adopt,  moi-e  modern  methods  of  handling  children  in  small 
groups  which  lias  be(Mi  found  so  successful  in  souu^  otluu-  states. 
Oiir  present  |)i'oi)ei-ty  might  be  dispo.sed  of  to  advantage  and 
with  the  proceeds  new  and  larger  grounds  be  ]uircbased  and 
small  iiu\\peiisive  buildings  of  the  cottage  type  erected. 

While  the  special  appropi'iation  from  the  1916  legislature 
enabled  us  to  install  new  boilers  and  laundry  uuichinery  aud  to 
])aint  all  buildings,  so  much  is  needed  to  mnke  the  plant  and 
etpiipment  meet  modern  demands  that  a  new  pro])erty  would  be 
an  eeoiumiical  investment. 

In  the  present  exigency  when  the  co.st  of  food  and  all  com- 
uu)dities  is  doubled  it  is  imperative  that  the  appropriation  for 
uiainteiuuice  be  increased  from  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  thirty 
tlumsand  dollars  for  the  White  Department  and  from  three 
thousaiul  dollars  to  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  Colored  De- 
[)artment. 

Notwithstanding  limited  finances  and  the  lack  of  modern 
arrangements,  the  woi-k  of  the  school  in  every  department  dur- 
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ing  the  past  yeai-  lias  l)een  excellout.  To  uur  cHiuipment  lias 
been  added  new  seats  t'oi-  tlie  assembly  room,  two  Steinway 
pianos,  a  set  of  ])and  iusti-umeiits,  electric  motor  for  pipe  organ, 
new  typewriters  and  a  dictaphone. 

The  musie  department  surpassed  all  previous  records  in  the 
l)r()(lnction  of  an  oratorio — Gaul's  Holy  City — assisted  by 
prominent  soloists.  One  of  our  advanced  students  in  music, 
(Tara  Lile,  was  selected  to  i)lay  in  a  young'  artist's  recital  at 
the  Woman's  Club  in  w'liich  the  most  talented  ]iupils  of  the  best 
teachers  in  tiie  city  participated. 

The  exhibition  at  the  State  Fair  of  canned  fruits  and  vege- 
tables by  the  Domestic  Science  Class  deserves  especial  mention 
and  is  pi-oof  of  the  practical  value  of  this  work. 

The  outdoor  dances  by  the  girls  and  athletic  sports  of  the 
boys  gave  evidence  of  careful  training  in  this  department. 

The  presentation  of  Twelfth  Night  by  the  class  in  English 
Literature  was  such  a  success  that  the  performance  was  repeated 
for  the  benefit  of  a  fund  for-  blinded  soldiers. 

Since  the  entrance  of  the  United  States  into  this  world  con- 
flict, most  of  the  industrial  activities  of  the  pupils  have  been 
devoted  to  Ked  Cross  work.  Boys  as  well  as  girls  are  knitting 
garments  foi-  the  soldiers.  A  beautiful  spirit  of  helpfulness  has 
manifested  itself  among  all  to  do  their  bit  in  this  struggle  for 
democracy.  An  appeal  from  a  French  school  which  had  been 
l)artial]y  destroyed  by  the  bombardment  met  with  a  hearty  re- 
sponse and  ten  dollars  was  contributed  from  small  savings  and 
earnings  by  the  children. 

The  same  unselfish  spirit  and  the  joy  of  serving  others 
characterized  the  Christmas  celebration,  (xifts  were  made  and 
sent  to  the  old  ladies  at  Parr's  llest  and  to  the  children  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Hospital . 

The  Animal  Minstrel  performance  by  the  boys  contributed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  work  among  the 
adult  blind  of  the  state. 

Eight  pupils-  completed  their  work  and  received  certificates 
at  the  close  of  the  school  term  in  June.  They  are  as  follows : 
Clara  Lile,  Tressie  Pace,  Katherine  Herndon,  Eva  Jane  Ellis. 
Alice  Clemmons,  Bertrand  Becker,  Louis  Philippe  and  Carl 
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(h-ahaiu.  Tessie  Pace  lias  entered  the  Y()un<.-  Wonieu's  Baptist 
'J^-ainin<i-  Seliool  where  she  is  preparing  lierself  for  social  service 
work. 

It  is  with  especial  pride  we  }uention  the  fact  that  Gladys 
King,  one  of  onr  former  pupils,  has  taken  her  degree  at  the 
Tniversity  of  Louisville,  the  first  blind  person  in  Kentucky  to 
have  this  distinction. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Thomas  L.  Haines,  Director 
of  the  l^ureau  of  Juvenile  Research  of  Ohio,  for  the  mental  tests 
and  psychological  investigations  conducted  by  him  among  our 
children.  The  need  of  some  definite  and  scientific  confirmatioji 
of  our  judgments  concerning  retarded  pupils  has  loug  been  felt 
and  the  results  of  his  work  have  been  most  valuable  and  helpful. 

During  the  month  of  July,  the  superintendent,  assisted  by 
some  of  the  teachers,  conducted  a  class  in  methods  of  instruct- 
ing the  blind,  for  volunteer  social  -workers  who  desired  to  be 
prepared  when  the  emergency  comes  to  teach  onr  soldiers  that 
may  be  blinded  in  battle. 

This  school  stands  ready  to  do  its  share  in  the  re-education 
and  rehabilitation  of  those  who  may  be  so  unfortunate  in  this 
dreadful  war  as  to  need  its  ministrations. 

At  no  time  has  the  necessity  for  some  provision  in  Ken- 
tucky for  the  training  of  the  adult  blind  been  so  urgent.  We 
need  not  wait  for  the  blinded  soldiers,  as  everywhere  about  us 
now  are  men  and  women  Avho  have  lost  their  sight  after  school 
age  and  who  are  pleading  for  some  chance  to  learn  how  to  care 
for  themselves.  As  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  a  workshop 
for  the  adult  blind  has  been  carried  on  in  a  small  way  for  sev- 
eral years  dependent  upon  a  few  interested  individuals  for  sup- 
l)ort.  The  State  of  Kentucky  ought  to  maintain  this  philan- 
lhroi)ic  work  for  the  unfortunate  of  her  Commonwealth. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  next  General  Assembly  will 
I'ccognize  the  exigency  of  this  situation  and  will  speedily  help 
the  blind  soldier  and  citiezn  by  making  an  annual  appropria- 
tion of,  at  least,  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  this  most  important 
cause.  *

CHILDREN  OE  KENTUCKY. 


liL  almost  every  State  in  our  Union,  there  are  free  scliools 
for  tlie  varions  defeetive  classes. 

KtMitiieky  established  her  school  for  the  blind  in  1842.  heiii<i' 
the  eighth  school  of  the  kind  iu  the  eonntry.  There  are  now 
forty-five  of  such  schools  in  the  United  States,  in  which  were 
trained  last  yeai-  5,227  blind  children,  of  whom  151  Avere  in  the 
Ixi'ntncky  School  for  the  ]>lind  at  Louisville. 

The  purpose  of  the  State  in  founding'  the  school  was  to 
give  to  the  child  with  defective  sight  as  good  an  education  as 
is  offered  to  the  seeing  child,  and.  in  addition,  to  give  it  in- 
struction in  manual  training. 

In  1SS4,  the  General  Assembly  passed  an  act  jiroviding  for 
the  addition  of  a  department  in  a  separate  building,  and  dis- 
tinct from  tlie  whites,  for  the  education  of  the  colored  l)lind 
.•hildren  of  the  State. 

In  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  founders  of  this  public 
school  for  the  blind,  the  board  has  endeavored  to  meet  the  ex- 
pectations of  a  Avisc  and  1)eneficent  public  sentiment.  They 
have  tried  to  follow  in  the  line  fii'st  marked  out  by  those  emi- 
nent men  who  founded  ami  for  many  years  guided  the  progress 
of  the  school.  With  this  end  in  view,  they  have  secnred  skillful 
and  devot(Ml  teachers,  good  and  faithful  servants,  improved 
educational  appliances,  and  have  provided  that  the  children 
under  their  control  shall  be  properly  and  kindly  cared  for. 
tlnis  providing  the  advantages  of  a  liigh-class  boarding  school, 
free  of  cost,  for  all  blind  children. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  about  70  per  cent,  of  the  blind 
children  of  Kentucky,  betAveen  the  teachable  ages  of  six  and 
sixteen  years  of  ago,  arc  groAving  up  in  ignorance,  Avithout  any 
shai-e  in  the  great  advantages  so  freely  offered  by  the  State. 

Tlie  American  idea  for  a  school  for  the  blind  is  as  far  re- 
moved from  it  being  an  asylum,  on  the  one  hand,  as  it  is  from 
its  being  a  liospital  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  eyes^  on  the 
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Its  work  is  strictly  educational,  and  it  is  ostablislied.  not 
out  of  charity  for  the  afflicted,  but  from  a  sense  of  justice  that 
]-eeo«iiiizes  the  fact  that,  under  tlie  principh's  of  our  o'overii- 
inent.  a  fi'ee  education  is  tlie  birtlu-iglit  of  every  child  in  the 
republic. 

A  blind  child,  or  one  with  defective  sight,  should  be  sent 
to  school  as  soon  as  it  can  y,et  along'  without  a  nurse,  say  at  six 
or  seven  years  of  age.  Every  year's  delay  after  that  time 
renders  tiie  task  of  its  education  more  diificult  and  incomplete. 
From  the  nujment  it  reaches  the  school,  the  sense  of  touch  luis  to 
be  ])ersistently  trained.  The  kindergart(Mi.  with  its  great  va- 
riety of  devices  and  employment  for  busy  tingers,  is  of  ines- 
timable valne  for  this  purpose,  and  the  work  done  by  the  chil- 
dren in  this  departnuMit  arrests  the  attention  and  (wcites  the 
admii'ation  of  tlie  most  careless  visitor. 

After  the  kiiulergarten,  the  child  studies  things  aiul  models 
of  things;  and  in  its  study  of  geography,  models  in  sand  and 
clay,  'the  surface  of  his  State  and  couni ry.  and  the  grand  di- 
visions of  the  globe;  he  is  taught  to  read  and  write  and  cipher; 
he  studies  grammar,  history.  iudin*al  philosoi)hy  and  all  the 
brandies  of  a  good  education. 

If  he  has  any  musical  ability,  it  is  scientifically  and 
sedidonsly  culti\'ated,  for  it  is  in  the  })ractice  of  the  ai't  of 
music  that  he  can  comi)ete  with  his  seeing  comrades  on  more 
equal  terms  than  in  any  other  occu])ation. 

lie  is  also  given  instiMU^tion  in  the  woi'k'  sho]).  whei'e  he 
learns  to  cane  chairs,  nud^e  brooms,  mops,  baskets  and  to  do 
simple  car])entry  and  upholstery,  such  as  the  repairing'  of 
lounges  and  the  mannfacture  of  nudti'esses.  Tf  lu^  is  ca]')able  of 
lea)'ning  it.  he  is  taught  the  art  of  piaiu)-tnning.  in  which  art 
several  of  our  graduates  have  obtained  well-deserved  success. 
(Graduates  of  onr  school  are  in  charge  of  the  uuisic  departments 
in  the  schools  for  the  blind  in  Jjouisiana  and  Arkansas. 

The  gii'ls  ai'e  cai'(>fnlly  taught  the  use  of  the  needle  and 
learn,  as  tliey  progress,  how  to  patch  aiul  darn  and  nuMul,  how 
to  ktnt,  how  to  use  the  sewing'  nuichine,  and  how  to  cut  out,  fit 
log-ether  and  make  this  own  garnunits.  They  are  also  taug'ht 
basketi'y  and  weaving-,  and  given  a  thorough  course  in  d(mu^stic 
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seiciice,  whK-h  iiicliitlos  the  anv  of  a  lioiise  and  the  preparation 
aini  ('()(, kiiio'  of  food.

])o\ver  tliat  enahh's  it  to  overeome,  to  a  great  extent,  tlie  natural 
awkwai'dness  of  blindness.  It  luis  Ijeeome  a  .^'outli  of  intelli- 
gence, an  agref'a1)le  companion,  a  self-respecting,  independent 
]M'rson.  familial-  with  curi'ent  events,  with  a  well-trained  mind 
and  familiar  with  the  funenities  of  civiliezd  life.  lie  is,  to  a 
(•oiisideral)le  ex1en1,  |)repared  to  earn  a  living  for  himself. 

To  witiihold  from  a  child  such  op])ortnnities  is  a  serious 
mistake,  while  no  greater  kindness  can  he  shown  such  a  child 
than  to  secure  for  it  the  advantages  of  an  education.  Tlie 
school  vi'-dv  begins  tiie  second  Wednesday  in  Septeml)cr  and 
closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  and  at  the  close,  the  chil- 
dren arc  I'eturned  to  tlieir  liomes.  as  it  is  the  desire  of  the  trus- 
tees to  maintain,  as  far  as  possible,  the  home  ties  of  the  child.

])ers()!!  who  wishes  to  learn  moi'e  of  the  school,  or  wlio  desires 
to  learn  how  to  ])roc('e(l  to  liave  a  child  admitted  to  the  school.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

In  I'esix'ct  to  the  forms  to  go  through  to  seciii'e  the  admis- 
sion of  a  child  to  the  Kentucky  Institution  foi"  the  lOducation  of 
th(^  idind.  it  IS  only  rc'iuired  tlnd  the  child  be  of  so  defective 
vision  as  to  lie  hMid'le  to  get  an  education  in  tlie  ordiitary 
schiools;  that  it  be  of  good  liealtli  and  sound  mind,  and  witliin 
(lie  ages  of  six  and  eighteen,  for  it  nnist  he  remembered  that 
the  institution  is  neitlier  a  liospital  nor  an  asylum.  If  the  child 
is  destitute,  the  fact  should  he  so  certified  by  the  county  judge, 
and  in  that  case,  clothing  will  l)e  i)rovided.  No  charge  is  made 
foi-  hoard  or  tuition.  Tlie  school  session  1)egins  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  •lune.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  at  any  time 
within  these  dates,  but  they  are  nnich  henefited  hy  heginning 
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jtroiuptly  at  the  first  of  the  .session.  TJie  cliildreii  all  return  to 
Their  homes  in  the  summer. 

If  fuller  information  is  desired,  it  may  be  had  from  the 
superintendent  or  from  any  of  the  trustees,  who  will  cheerfully 
eorres])ond  Avith  any  person  wishing  to  place  a  blind  child  in 
the  institution.

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NEW  LAW  KOH  TIIH  PKEN'HXTIOX  OF  JiLlNDNESS. 

"Whereas,  ti-aehoiua  and  optlialiiiia.  in  the  iiew-borii,  both 
higlily  infectious  eye  diseases,  wliich  usually  result  in  hlinduess, 
unless  proinptlx'  reeognized  and  treated,  now  exist  in  widely 
sejiarated  eouiities  aiul  sections,  and  everywhere  show  a  ten- 
dency to  break  over  official  control  and  IxH-onie  wiih'spread : 
and, 

Whci'cas.  so  large  a  pei'  cent,  of  those  who  now  have  these 
disi'ases.  or  Aviio  arc  exposed  to  the  contagion  of  eithcL'  of  them, 
will  become  charges  ui)on  public  charity,  as  to  make  systematic 
precautions  against  their  further  spread  matters  of  great  finan- 
cial as  well  as  liumanitai'ian  imi)oi'tancc ;  iio"\v,  thei'cfore, 

Be  it  enacted  l)y  the  Gcnci-al  Assembly  of  tiie  Common- 
wi'alth  of  Kentucky  : 

1.  That  it  shall  be  tiie  duty  of  tlie  county  board  of  health 
of  each  county,  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  count\'  medical 
society-  and  State  Board  of  Health,  to  arrange  for  an  annual 
course  of  instruction  or  school  for  the  ])hysicians,  midwives 
and  nurs(>s  of  such  county  to  teach  the  imiiortanee.  and  the 
latest  and  best  methods  for  the  early  recoguitif)n  and  treatment 
of,  the  dangers  frcmi.  and  the  i)recaution  to  be  used  against,  the 
infection  and  contagion  to  all  wlio  come  in  contact  with  cases 
of  trachoma  and  opthalmia.  or  any  otlier  disease  of  the  eyes 
of  tlie  new-born,  or  with  any  towel,  utensil  or  other  thing  used 
by  or  for  them  ;  and  the  importance  and  imperative  duty  of  at 
once  reporting  all  cases  of  such  diseases  to  the  county  or  city 
health  authoi'ities.  as  ma\'  be.  and  of  keeping  a  true  record  of 
all  such  cases. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
to  secure  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  tlie  national  health 
authoi-ities  in  dealing  with  these  diseases,  and  to  prepare  and 
issue  bulletins  or  other  literature  containing  professional  and 
popular  information  as  to  the  prevalence  and  infecti(ms  char- 
acter of  such  eye-diseases,  and  the  precautions  to  be  used 
against  such  infections;  and  to  furnish  formulae  and  other  in- 
formation for  tlic  use  of  physicians  and  midwives  in  the  man- 
agement and  treatment  of  such  diseases.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  comity  boards  of  health  to  furnish  to  physicians  and  mid- 
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wives  tlic  simple  dnifi's  to  he  used  for  the  iiidiyciit  in  preventing 
and  in  treating  snch  diseases. 

8.  That  it  shall  h(^  tlie  duty  of  every  physician  and  of 
evei-y  ini(h\ife,  wlio,  Avhih'  in  attendance  u]>on  a  hahy  under 
thii-ty  days  old,  or  ni)on  its  mothei-,  lias  observed  opthalmia  in 
the  new-born  baby,  and  the  duty  of  llie  head  of  a  family  and 
of  a  ti'ained  mirse  in  a  family  in  which  there  is  a  baby  nnder 
thirty  days  old  and  no  physician  or  nudwife  in  attendance, 
and  the  dnty  of  the  ti^ained  nnrse  and  of  the  head  of  any  iii- 
stitntion  in  which  there  is  a  bady  nnder  thii-ty  days  old  and  no 
pliysician  or  midwife  in  atlendnnee  upon  it  or  its  mother,  to 
re))ort  the  ease  of  oj)thalmia  in  the  new-born,  within  six  hours 
after  observing  it,  to  the  city  board  of  lu'alth,  if  the  case  shall 
have  occurred  in  a  city  then  having  a  (;ity  board  of  health,  or 
if  there  be  no  city  board  of  health,  oi-  if  the  ease  shall  have  oc- 
curred outside  a  city,  to  the  county  board  of  health  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  observation.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  pliy  sician  to  report  each  ease  of  trachoma,  so  diagnosed 
by  him  as  attending  or  examining  physician,  within  five  days 
after  such  diagnosis.  And  any  physician,  midwife,  nurse,  or 
head  of  family  who  fails  to  make  the  i-eport  recpiired  by  this 
act,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  tined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars ;  and  persistent  failure  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  a  ph^'si- 
cian,  midwife  or  nurse  to  make  such  report,  m-  to  take  the  ne- 
cessary precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  such  diseases,  shall 
be  a  proper  ground  for  the  revocation  of  the  right  to  practice, 
after  due  notice  and  hearing,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for  the 
revocation  of  cei'tificates  to  pT-actice  medicine  in  this  Comm»>n- 
■\vealtli. 

4.  That  "Opthalmia  in  the  NcM'-Born"  shall  be  under- 
stood to  be  "any  inflammation,  swelling  and  redness  of  either 
e\-e.  or  of  both  eyes,  either  apart  from  or  together  with  any 
unnatrii-al  discharge  from  the  eye,  or  eyes,  of  a  baby." 

f).  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.
